Marlon, 111., April • 6.—Two persons 


.were. killed, many more injured, and 
considerable property was damaged by 
a tornado which struck this city and 
its vicinity early today. 
The deaths 


occurred in' Pittsburg, a village six 
miles northeast of here, the victims 
being crushed by the collapse of their 
home. So far as can be learned these 
were the only fatalities. 
The storm

It was 
5:30 o'clock when the "twister" struck 
here and few persons were on the 
streets.

To Amend Hides Schedule. 


The amendment to the paragraph on 


hides will be offered by Representative 
Scott, of Kansas. The amendment to 
the paragraph on hides will restore the 
phraseology of the Dingley law and 
provide' for a duty of 10 per cent ad 
valorem. Tho rate in the. present law 
is 15 per cent. A close vote is expect- 
ed, but with the assistance -of a few 
democratic votes those who arc urging 
the change claim they can carry the 
amendment. Should it fail ,of adop- 
tion it is probable an amendment mak- 
ing the duty -5 per cent will- be of- 
fered. The Payne bill places hides on 
the free list.

Where he purposes to 
land in the West Indies is not defin- 
itely known. His original i ntentlon 
was to leave the steamer'at La Gua- 
Ira, the port of. Caracas, but the Vene- 
zuelan government at first refused its 
permission.

mated that Castro 
could land on. 


Venezuelan soil'but at"his own peril. 
It was then said that Castro would 
leave the Guadeloups at Trinidad to 
await developments and watch his op- 
portunity from that port.

The condition of the of- 
fice indicated a struggle. 
The stove 


had been turned over, the coal scut- 
tle 'was crushed and the furniture 
was broken. On the floor lay an un- 
finished court motion in the Dodge 
case, drawn by the dead lawyer, which 
he came here to file. 


Hill arrived Sunday noon and wen 


to friend's law office to work on the 
case. 
A little while later he went to 


the home of the proprietor of a hard- 
ware store and said he had received 
some threatening letters and wanted 
3. revolver. He was so insistent that 
the hardware man opened the store and 
sold 
Hill the 
revolver which 
was 


found clasped in his hand. 


Not Seen Alive Again. 


Hill returned to the office and was 


not seen alive again. His body was 
found on the floor -and he bad been 
dead several hours. 
The bullet had 


pierced his right eye and entered the 
brain. From blood-stains on the wall, 
he must have been shot while stand- 
ing up. 


Hill was 40 years old, was a mem- 


ber of thelaw firm of Harris & Harris, 
and leaves a wife and one child. His 
friends and business associates are 
employing detectives.
